Another Post Office Will Be Built, As 
Result of Efforts of Civic 

Association. 



A new railroad station aud post 
office will soon be erected in Merion, 
on the Main Line. The station will 
be built on the south side of the 
tracks, and the post office on the north 
side, close to the site of the present 
station. 

The station and post office will be 
built on the same lines, of brick and 
plaster, with timbered finish. The 
architecture will be different from 
the general design of the stations 
along the suburban lines of the P. 
R. R. 

The improvements were obtained 
through the persistent agitation of 
the Merion Civic Association. 

An appropriation of $177,000 for the 
station was made at a meeting of the 
directors of the P. R. R. last Wedaes- 
day. Plans for the erection of the 
new post office have been ready for 
some time, and the Civic Association 
has been assured by the Treasury 
Department at Washington that work 
will be started at once.
